Gibbons agreed that Brooks had a 
point and took the chain from Tony. 

Still puffing on his cigar, Killer reluc- 
tantly crawled out from under the ring 
and started to climb through the ropes. 
But Marino had another surprise waiting. 

Tony snatched a billy club away from 
an Arena policeman and began battering 
Brooks with it. But when the policeman 
threatened to arrest Tony for stealing his 
club, Marino gave it back. 


Since Marino knew Brooks’ manager 
Eddie Creachman would try to pull a few 
fast ones, he had stipulated in the con- 
tract that if Brooks’ manager was to 
remain at ringside—it would be only if 
he was handcuffed to Tony’s manager.

The Destroyer, who’s been miss- 
ing from American rings for awhile, 
has recently returned from a world 
tour and expressed shock at the huge 
number of masked wrestlers all over 
the country. 

‘‘When I returned from Europe I 
landed in New York and decided to 
take about two months off just to 
» drive across the United States,’ he 
- continued. ‘‘ You know, a lot of tour- 
ists go traveling around Europe and 
the Orient but they’ve never seen

their own country. I went from town 
to town and stopped at various arenas 
around the country just to see some 
promoters and old friends. 

““Everywhere I went there were at 
least two masked wrestlers on the 
card. Guys I never heard of. Even 
in New York, where there aren't sup- 
posed to be masked wrestlers, that 
Mexican jumping bean Mil Mascaras 
was on the card. All over the country 
I saw nothing but cheap imitations 
of myself.”’ 

The reason The Destroyer is so 
upset at all the other masked wres- 
tlers is because he feels it cheapens

N A SPORT in which the athletes 

are constantly trying to outdo each 
other in telling the world how great 
they are, meeting a gentleman like 
Ricky Romero is a unique and 
pleasurable experience. 

Romero is a rarity. He’s a shy, 
soft-spoken, mild-mannered man 
who would rather let his actions than 
his mouth speak for him. And 
because of this, he’s by far the most 
popular wrestler in the southwest. If 
he traveled around the country as 
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much as a Dory Funk Jr. or Ernie 
Ladd does—he’d undoubtedly be one 
of the most popular grapplers in 
America. 

Whereas most wrestlers constan- 
tly badger reporters and ask ‘‘When 
are you going to do a story about 
me?’’ or “‘How come you never put 
me on the cover?,’’ Ricky is just the 
opposite. It took three long talks for 
reporter-photographer Bill Beach to 
get Ricky to agree to an interview. 
That’s how modest he is. 


Romero, one of the sport’s most 
exciting mat stars, has had offers to 
wrestle all over the world. But he 
steadfastly turns them down because 
he would rather wrestle in the Rocky 
Mountain and southwest area. That’s 
where his family, friends, and his 
people live. 

There is no more unselfish wrestler 
than Romero. He’s hooked on kids, 
although he certainly has enough of 
his own to keep any man busy. But 
Ricky’s family is gigantic. Wherever

there’s akid who needs help—sooner 
or later that kid becomes a member 
of Ricky’s family. 

‘I remember from my own life that 
a lot of kids start out with two strikes 
against them through no fault of their 
own,” Ricky stated softly. ‘‘When 
I was young I was lucky enough to 
have one or two people take the time 
to point out the right way to me. They 
didn’t have to. They just saw a kid 
who might go bad. 

“I vowed that if ever I was in a 


position to help a youngster—any 
youngster—I would never be too 
busy. I love children and I’ve met 
a lot of children who need love. If 
I can help some of them turn into 
good citizens, I think my time has 
been well spent.”’ 

If anything, Romero overdoes it. 
He’s constantly visiting children’s 
hospitals, orphanages, detention 
homes, etc. Children and wrestling 
are his life. On the walls of his home 
hang picture after picture of his own 


children—children who can be so 
proud of their father. 

In interviewing fans at matches in 
the southwest we could not find a 
single person who’d say a bad word 
about Romero. One woman, trying 
to raise five children alone because 
her husband died in an industrial acci- 
dent, went so far as to call Romero 
“‘a Saint.”” 

Part Indian and part Mexican, 
Romero is very proud of his heritage 
and tries hard to set a good example 
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for his people. Probably the best 
dressed wrestler in the sport, he owns 
about 55 jackets, 15 capes and an 
uncountable number of sombreros. 
He never wears the same outfit in 
the same town twice. 

‘*Clothes are very important to 
me,’’ Ricky said, ‘‘because they are 
an easily visible sign of status, I'd 
guess you'd call it. Through my 
clothes I am telling my people ‘Look, 
look what is possible if you work for 
it.” Itis very important for my people 
to know one of them can get 
respect.”’ 

Ricky is totally dedicated to his 
fans and his sport. *‘Anything I have 
today I have because of wrestling and 
the people who pay to see me wres- 
tle,’ he noted. ‘‘I don’t understand 
wrestlers who won’t sign autographs 
or talk to fans. Without the fans 
there’d be no wrestling.” 

Ricky’s dedication is such he wres- 
tles even when he’s sick. A promoter 
in Albuquerque tells the story of how 
Ricky showed up at the arena to 
wrestle even though he had the flu 
and a temperature of 104. The ring 
physician refused to allow him to 
compete. 

“‘T have to wrestle,’’ Ricky 
insisted. ‘“There are people out 
there...hard-working people who 
spend their hard-earned money to see 
me. I must wrestle.”’ 

It wasn’t until the commission 
threatened to take his license away 
that Ricky agreed to let a substitute 
appear in his place. It was the only 
match he ever missed. 

Nick Kozak, a good friend and 
sometime tag team partner of 
Romero, describes Ricky as “‘the 
most unselfish and totally dedicated 
man I’ve ever met. Other wrestlers 
are liked by the fans. This man is 
loved.” 

One of Ricky’s greatest moments 
came when he won the coveted 
Rocky Mountain Championship, a 
title he’s defended against such top 
stars as Ciclon Negro, Gene Kiniski, 
Bull Ramos and Harley Race. ~ 

“‘This belt means more to me than 
anything else in the world except my 
family,’’ Ricky explained, ‘‘because 
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“Anything I have today I 
have because of wrestling 
and the people who pay 
to see me wrestle,”’ Ricky 
explained.

Gene used to hold the Southern 
States tag team title. People are used 
to seeing him in tag bouts, at least 
that’s my opinion.” 

““Agreed,’’ said Modesto’s Johnny 
Miller. ‘‘Lars is a great wrestler but 
I’ve noticed that he’s really a 
craftsman when he’s in tag team 
matches. He knows how to handle 
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himself better when he’s got someone 
in the corner supporting him. I’m 
sure most of the fans feel the same 
way. I say he’s great in single bouts 
but better with a partner.”’ 

When Lars heard Miller’s claim, 
he begged the promoter for a single 
bout to prove he’s just as good and 
can handle a match without a partner. 


““He put me in against Pepper 
Gomez,’’ Lars said. ‘‘] was great. 
I wiped the floor up with that Mexi- 
can Jumping Bean. And you know 
what? The next day I was put in a 
tag team match again! I couldn’t 
understand it!”’ 

“Tl tell you why they do it,”’ 
Gene, Lars’ brother suggested. **My 
brother is too dangerous alone. 
Nobody can stop him from rippin’ 
off the limbs of his opponents. In a 
tag team match he can’t work himself 
up to a point like that because he 
isn’t constantly active like in a single 
bout. I say the promoters are too 
scared to let him wrestle without 
someone in his corner to restrain him 
when he feels like killing his oppo- 
nent!”’ 

“Another thing,’’ Lars com- 
plained. ‘‘The promoters are depriv- 
ing me of making money. That’s 
right. You don’t get paid nearly the 
same for wrestling on a team as you 
do for a single match. I’m in this busi- 
ness strictly for money ard if this tag 
team jive keeps up, I just may retire 
and let the promoters suffer without 
my services!”’ 

Lars is really in a spot. He still 
co-holds the Northern California tag 
team title with Paul DeMarco and 
he rarely gets a chance to get into 
a single bout. 

“I know this sounds strange,”’ 
Lars said, ‘‘but I’m looking forward 
to the day we lose the belt and I can 
wrestle alone—I hope!”

And despite the dangers involved, 
despite the rise in injuries, despite 
the clamor being raised against 
excess violence, the slaughter, 
instead of diminishing, continues to 
grow like a cancer. 

‘*l travel thousands of miles every 
year searching for talent,”’ said Lou 
Albano. ‘‘I see hundreds and hun-

dreds of matches in every part of the 
United States and Canada and I’ve 
been around for awhile. But never 
have I seen anything like what’s 
going on right now. For as long as 
I can remember, this sport has never 
had the bloody wars and the number 
of serious injuries it has now.”’ 
Who is to blame for the slaughter? 
‘‘The fans and the promoters are 
to blame,”’ insists Ernie Ladd, who 
has done his share of slaughtering. 
‘*Fans keep asking for wilder and 
more dangerous matches. They 
demand it. And the promoters give 


it to them. :

“‘I know you get a few letters from 
people saying wrestling is too brutal, 
but they’re only the minority. Most 
of the fans are bloodthirsty animals 
who like to watch wrestlers get bat- 
tered. They’re modern day version 
of the people who used to watch the 
Roman gladiators fight to the death. 
They’re the same kind of people who 
cheered the lions when they ripped 
apart the Christians. 

“Think I’m wrong? Check it out. 
Wrestling is experiencing a boom in 
popularity. That boom exactly paral- 
lels the increase in violence. The 
more blood—the more people show 
up. When they know they’re going 
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to see a chain match or some other 
kind of bloody match—they break 
the doors down.”’ 

‘IT don’t believe that,’’ Jerry 
Brisco declared. *‘The slaughter isn’t 
being caused by fans or promoters. 
That’s just an alibi because it’s being 
caused by wrestlers like Ernie Lad- 
d—people who'll do anything to 
make names for themselves. 

**My brother, Jack-Brisco, draws 
capacity crowds every time he wres- 
tles Dory Jr. In all their matches 
blood has been spilled only 
once—and that was an accident. 
Fans know they’re going to see a 
clean, scientific match and it’s 


always a sellout. How does Ladd’s 
theory explain that?”’ 

Billy Graham, himself the victim 
of some bloody defeats, lays the 
blame elsewhere. 

*“The whole thing is a smokescreen 
laid down by your so-called scientific 
wrestlers,’’ he explained. ‘‘When I 
wrestled Billy Robinson I expected 
a scientific match, which is always 
fine with me. That’s the reputation 
he has. 

“Well he pulled a foreign object 
on me and bloodied me with it. I took 
it away from him, and when I tried 
to use it on him I was disqualified. 
I’ve found out that many of these

In all of professional wrestling 
today, probably no man has been 
attacked as often or has shed as much 
blood as Bobby Heenan. Hockey 
players, known for the number of 
stitches they carry on their faces, do 
not get cut as often as Bobby. 

‘‘When I see one of my men being 
unfairly and ruthlessly attacked I’ll 
go in there to protect him because 
I know he won’t be protected by the

referee like his opponent,” Bobby 
told us. ‘‘And when I’m in there I’m 
fair game. I have no complaints about 
that. 

“But of all the injuries I’ve sus- 
tained, I’d say maybe 25 percent 
were caused because I ran into the 
ring to protect my men. The other 
75 percent were caused while I was 
at ringside shouting instructions to 
my men or after the match when I 
was brutally attacked enroute to the 
dressing room. And these attacks 
come from men—and I use the term 
loosely—like Bruiser, Crusher and 
that halfwit Cowboy Ellis. 

‘*One time, and you can check this 


with officials in Indianapolis if you 
don’t believe me, I was attacked in 
the dressing room by both Bruiser 
and Crusher after a match. My Blac- 
kjacks were both in the showers and 
had no idea what was happening. 
When they got out they found me 
lying in my own blood on the floor.” 
Terry Funk, perhaps second only 
to Heenan in amount of blood shed, 
dismisses all the above theories in 

favor of a simpler explanation. 
‘‘Like everything else,’’ he said, 
‘‘wrestling is becoming more and 
more competitive. You've really got 
to scratch to get to the top and espe-

cially to stay there. That’s where the 
big money is. Because of that, most 
wrestlers, myself included, are wil- 
ling to take bigger risks. It’s a fact 
of life. The bigger the prize the bigger 
the risk. 

*“Men like Ciclon Negro, who 
have no respect for life including their 
own, will stop at nothing to destroy 
an opponent. That’s why he’s one 
of today’s biggest drawing cards. So 
when I’m wrestling Negro, I have 
to be prepared to receive horrible 
punishment and to give it back as 
well. If I’m not ready to make that 
kind of sacrifice, I might as well go 
back to being a preliminary wrestler 
like I was when I first started in this 
sport.” 

Wrestlers like Negro, when asked 
to explain their actions, fall back on 
the old argument of ‘‘law of the 
jungle” and *‘ kill or be killed .”’ In 
effect, they’re saying the same thing 
as Terry. 

So if Funk’s analysis is correct, 
what it boils down to is that wrestlers 
are so worried about what opponents 
MIGHT do—they both wind up 
doing just those things in the name 
of self protection. 

Further complicating the problem 
are wrestlers such as The Sheik and 
Abdullah the Butcher, who know no 
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Lord Al Hays (right) leaves the 
arena after suffering a shoulder 
separation.

other way of wrestling. When doing 
the research for the ‘‘This Is Your 
Life’’ story we did on The Sheik, we 
discovered every man where he 
comes from is trained to defend him- 
self in just that style, using teeth, 
nails, foreign objects, and even fire, 
if necessary. Not to use every trick 
at your command is considered 
unmanly. 

Abdullah, who is little beyond an 
untamed savage, cannot be expected 
to understand the concept of rules. 
So when an opponent meets him, or 


someone like him, he must prepare 
for the worst. 

Let’s add up the theories and 
assume, for the sake of argument, 
that all or partially all are correct. 
If the majority of fans, as Ladd 
claims, want blood and violence, and 
the promoters, to be successful, must 
give it to them, and if the seeds of 
violence are sown by both scientific 
wrestlers (as Graham says) and by 
animals (as Funk claims), what, if 
anything, can be done to reverse the 
trend? (Continued on page 57)

HRIS MARKOFF HAS a 54-

He’s one of the best developed 
wrestlers in the world. Yet, at one 
time, Chris was a weakling! 

“‘That’s true,’ the former Euro- 
pean champion laughed as he worked 
out in a Miami Beach gym. ‘‘I was 
one of those 97-pound weaklings you 
always read about in those ads. My 
arms looked like pipe cleaners and 
I was so skinny I could have hid 
behind a pencil. If the people who 
run those muscle building ads ever 
needed a model for their ‘before’ pic- 
tures, I could have been it.”’ 

Chris grew up in a small town in 
Yugoslavia and spent most of his 
youth learning to be a musician. 
Becuase of this, he had very little 
time to devote to sports. 

**My parents were very strict,” he 


recalls, ‘‘and they were determined 
for me to make something out of 
myself. Most boys from my village 
either became poor farmers or left 
home to work in the mills in the city. 
My family felt I should do better, 
so they saved every penny they could 
and bought me a second-hand violin 
for my seventh birthday. I was going 
to become a violinist with the 
symphony orchestra. It was decided 
for me. Every spare penny we had 
went for music lessons.’ 

Chris enjoyed the violin and didn’t 
mind practicing four or five hours a 
day. However, between school, 
chores around the house, and violin 
practice, he had no time for sports. 

‘‘As a result,’ Chris told us, *‘I 
became a pathetic looking child. I 
was pale, skinny, uncoordinated. I

someone like you—someone who’d 
bring dignity to the belt.’ You can 
imagine how good that makes a man 
reclee 

Ricky is so modest he tries to avoid 
publicity rather than seek it. Yet he 
keeps on gaining awards and more 
and more fans. In 1971 he was named 
to represent two flags and two 
countries. Every October 31 the 
people of the Rocky Mountain area 
celebrate ‘‘Ricky Romero Day,”’ an 
honor accorded no other wrestler in 
North America! 

Every November the people of the 
southwest vote for the most popular 
wrestler. The competition is fierce 
among such stars as the Funks, Lord 
Al Hays, Suni War Cloud and other 
such popular stars. Again this year 
Ricky won the contest, by hundreds 


of votes. 

It was a choice with which few 
could argue. ‘‘Hell,’’ said the very 
popular British star Lord Al Hays, 
“‘T voted for him myself!” 

At six feet and 238 pounds, 
Romero is often referred to as the 
‘‘Mexican Adonis,’ but because of 
his blinding speed he’s more often 
knownas “‘Rapid Ricky.’’ He’s grap- 
pled against all the top stars in the 
wild and woolly southwest and has 
had his share of injuries. But among 
the wrestlers he’s known as a “‘s- 
tandup guy,’’ which means he’s 
afraid of nobody. 

As much as the fans love Ric- 
ky—that’s how much Ricky loves the 
fans. Many of the photos used to 
illustrate this story belong to Ricky. 
They’re the ones with the youngs- 
ters. Ricky likes to have pictures of 
all his young fans. He calls them ‘‘my 
children.”’ 

Although Ricky does enjoy the 
love and respect he receives, he still 
feels kind of funny about it. ‘‘Don’t 
make me out to be some kind of 
Saint,’’ he asked, ‘‘because what I 
do I do because I love to. I’m just 
an average man who’s concerned 
with my people. There are probably 
hundreds more like me who get no 
recognition because they’re not 
athletes.”’ 

But if Ricky isn’t a Saint—he’s the 
closest thing to it. Because of his 
modesty, he tries to play down his 
influence and his importance. But the 
people of the southwest don’t buy 
that.

Among the wrestlers to whom we 
posed that question, the answer was 
unanimous. *‘Nothing!”’ 

“Wrestlers are like politicians,’ 
notes promoter Sam Menacker. 
“You can’t get them to agree on any- 
thing. Do you think, for example, 
that if | told Bruiser and Crusher that 
I had Heenan and the Blackjacks’ 
word that they’d wrestle strictly sci- 
entifically, they’d believe me? No 
way. If the situation were reversed, 
do you think for one second Heenan 
and the Blackjacks would buy it? No 
Way. ; 

““Violence and blood in wrestling 
is a fact of life. Period. How or why 
it got to the stage where it is now, 
I don’t know. But it has snowballed 
to where one wrestler usually expects 
the worst and prepares himself for 
it. These guys don’t trust each other 
one inch, And | can’t say I blame 
them. Too much blood has already 
been spilled for them to start becom- 
ing gentlemen at this stage.”’

“*‘Before you ask what can be done 
to reverse the trend,’’ Mad Dog 
Vachon pointed out, ‘‘you should ask 
whether or not anybody really wants 
the trend to be reversed. I think 
you’d be surprised with the 
answers.” 

It was a good point. When Texas 
declared chain matches and a few 
other wild matches illegal, some fans 
supported the move. Yet many more 
complained that Texas would lose its 
stature as having the wildest matches 
in the United States. As one man 
wrote to the Commission, ‘‘If I 
wanted to see a gentlemanly 
activity—I’d watch golf!” 

Most grapplers agree the violence 
and blood has passed the point of no 
return. Only a radical change involv- 
ing heavy fines, suspensions and very 
strict enforcement of the rules could 
dramatically reverse the trend. But, 
and it’s a big but, if the theory held 
by Ladd and Vachon is correct and 
the fans really don’t want a lessening 
of violence, the application of such 
radical rule changes could hurt the 
sport. And because that possibility 
exists, it’d be next to impossible to 
get all the commissions and promo- 
ters to go for such a change. 

Can we stop the slaughter? 
Perhaps we should ask, as Vachon 
suggests, if the fans WANT the 
slaughter to stop.

The Destroyer hopes to be 
matched against his so-called 
imitators and, as he says, ‘‘expose 
them for the bums they are.’’ But 
his plan has been short-circuited 
because no masked wrestlers want 
to take him on. 

“*Isn’t that something?”’ he asked. 
*“‘T sent out letters to promoters all 
over the country challenging their 
local masked men. The answers were 
all the same. They won’t sign. Mean- 
while, I’m reduced to beating has- 
beens like Rocky Johnson and Fred 
Blassie.”’ 

Johnson and Blassie...has-beens? 

“‘That’s right!’’ Destroyer 
insisted. ‘‘Has-beens. Maybe for the 
bums around today someone like 
Johnson is considered good competi- 
tion.

sie! The man belongs in a home for 
the aged. Now I'll admit that years 
ago Freddie Blassie was a name to 
conjure with. But he’s been put in 
the hospital so often they’re naming 
a ward after him. Being forced to 
wrestle him is an insult!”’ 
Destroyer, unlike many other 


wrestlers, is not all mouth. As he 
showed against Rocky Johnson, he 
hasn't lost anything from his formid- 
able style. In fact, as strange as it 
seems, he looks like he’s improved. 
He punished Johnson mercilessly 
and finished him off with surprising 
ease. 


Destroyer rams Freddie Blassie into 
the corner turnbuckle. He believes 
Freddie should have retired long ago. 


“Johnson. Ha!’’ Destroyer 
laughed. *‘I’m surprised he hasn’t put 
onamask too. Maybe he should. The 
way he wrestles he ought to be 
ashamed to show his face.”’ 

One reason Destroyer hasn't lost 


any ability is his training 
schedule—probably the roughest in 
sports. 

“To me,” he explained, ‘training 


is everything. It’s so logical it’s 
amazing more wrestlers don’t realize 
it. If two men are having an auto race 
and one man’s car isn’t tuned as well 
as the other’s, the odds are the man 
with the tuned car’s going to win. 

‘**A person’s body is the same way. 
If it isn’t tuned and he meets a guy 
who is in shape, you tell me who’s 
going to win.” 

Wherever he is, The Destroyer 
trains no fewer than four hours a day. 
Where his training routine differs, 
however, Is that he always works out 
in a facility with a pool.

a mat in the gym,’’ he explained. 
““Swimming is the greatest way to 
keep in shape ever invented. When 
you’re swimming you use every 
single muscle in your body.

became the butt of every joke, the 

object of every bully.

laughed out of town. But he sent 
away for a set of weights to begin 
his dream of becoming an athlete. 

‘“‘In Yugoslavia, weightlifting is a 
very big sport, like baseball is here,” 
he said. ‘‘There are magazines for 
that just like there are magazines for 
baseball or wrestling in this country. 
I began buying the weightlifting 
magazines and sent away for some 
equipment. I didn’t have nickel to 
pay for it, so on the day it arrived, 
I sold my violin. 

‘‘When I told my folks what I did 
I thought they’d kill me. As it was 
they didn’t speak to me at all for a 
few weeks. Finally, my music 
teacher told them the truth—that 
they were just wasting their money 
because I’d never be good enough. 
When they heard that they felt bet- 
ter—but they still couldn’t figure out 


why | bought the weights. You can’t 
make money being a_ weightlif- 
ter—even in Yugoslavia.” 

No, you can’t. But you can 
become strong enough to qualify for 
the Olympic team—and that’s what 
Chris did. , 

“‘If you think I practiced with the 
violin,’ he laughed, *‘you should see 
how I practiced with the weights. I 
was a madman. I lifted until I°d 
drop—and then I'd lift again. I don’t 
recommend what | did—but then 
again, I got a late start.”” 

Chris never did settle his score 
with the bullies simply because he 
had no time. But as his muscles began 
to bulge, the rougher kids stayed 
away from him. And shortly after the 
Olympics, by which time he was 
already a hero in his village, he began 
training to be a wrestler. 

“It wasn’t much different from 
today,”’ he recalled. ‘‘I still work out 
with weights for at least an hour each 
day, a habit I carried over from my 
youth.” 

A few years later, Chris was a con- 
tender for the European champion- 
ship. 

“Tl was the Yugoslavian champ- 
ion,”’ he recalls, ‘‘but my parents had 
never once seen me wrestle. So on 
the night I was to wrestle for the 
European championship, | pleaded 
with my parents to attend. They said 
it was ‘foolishness’ because they 
didn’t much care for my wrestling. 
But when they heard the people 
cheering me—I think they changed 
their minds. 

‘*| won the title that night, but what 
I remember most of all is my parents 
coming into my dressing room after 
it was over.
